Senator Duartes States that Recommenda­ 
tions Will be Wade that the 
Indian W ork Like fithers. 
Senator Quarles, of the sub com­ 
mittee of the Enited States Senate, 
appointed to visit the Indian reser­ 
vations of the northern country* up­ 
on completion of his trip said: 
We visited the Red Like reserva­ 
tion in northern Minnesota, and find 
that it contains 2133JHM acres of good 
farm land that is not used. This 
land, as well as that of other reser­ 
vations, should be opened to settle­ 
ment. The timber also on the It*si 
Lake reservation is excellent and 
there is a great deal of it. We pro 
pose In establish a sawmill at points 
where it is necessary to cut the pine, 
and begin ttie work of letting the 
white people into the country. The 
sawmill is a civilizer. 
It brings 
development to the country and gives 
the white people a chance to utilize 
the natural resources of the region 
which the Indian under the present 
tribal relationship never will. 
The trilial relation is a relic of 
lierbarism at iiest. It keeps the In­ 
dian in a state of dependency more 
than iinvthing else and tenches him 
habits of id lene a*. We prdpose to 
break it up, and make the Indian who 
is able bodied earn his living as well 
as any one else. I know this will run 
contrary to the wishes of the Indian 
agents and of many powerful politi­ 
cal Influences in congress, but the 
time is (last when these great regions 
can be excluded from the rest of the 
United States and allowed to remain 
in unproductive idleness, as the pres­ 
ent system of dealing with the In­ 
diana entails. 
The Indiana on the reservations in 
the south are getting into the ways 
of the white man, but the red men of 
the north are not nearly so far 
advanced. There is no progress un­ 
der the present system. The reser­ 
vations should have been opened long 
ago, and you can safely sav that con­ 
gress is going to change the old pol 
icy and place the Indians on a differ­ 
ent basis. We will take care of the 
ages], the weak and the infirm, but 
the able-bodied Indian must do some­ 
thing for a living besides drawing his 
government rations. We have found 
that there is no incentive for the In­ 
dian to farm or to raise stock whim 
he will get a living anyhow from the 
government whether be works or not. 
He has been given cattle by the gov­ 
ernment and traded them lor ponies.
